ROCHESTER  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 


Constitution 


Article  I.  Name  - This  Association  shall  he  known  as  the 
Rochester  Numismatic  Association. 

Article  II.  Object  - The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  bring 
the  Numismatists  of  this  seotion  into  a closer  union,  to  be 
cemented  by  bonds  of  goodfellowship;  also  that  its  members  may 
write  papers  and  give  talks  on  coins  at  the  regular  meetings 
and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  stimulate  the  science  of 
numismatics. 

Article  III.  Membership  - Ary  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  approved  by  members  of  the  Association,  after  a proper  ballot, 
may  become  a member  by  attaching  his  name  to  the  Constitution 

and  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $ every  three  months 

in  advance. 

Article  III  amended  at  meeting  of  February  6,  1912,  as  follows: 
"All  members  except  honorary  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $2.00 
yearly  in  advance,  payable  first  meeting  in  January  of  each  year, 
which  with  the  initiation  fee,  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Association,  and  no  member  who  is  in  arrears  for 
more  than  three  months  shall  be  permitted  the  rights  of  membership 
until  such  delinquencies  are  paid." 

Article  IV.  Officers  - The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  oonsist  of 
a President,  Vioe  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee,  to  be  elected  as  the  members  of  this 
Association  shall  determine. 

Article  V.  President  - It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  this  Association,  to  preserve  order,  to 
appoint  all  Committees,  and  to  assume  suoh  further  duties  as 
usually  appertain  to  the  presiding  officers  of  assemblies. 

Article  VI.  Vioe  President  - It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vioe  President 
to  preside  in  the  aboenoe  of  the  President,  and  during  suoh 
absence,  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  offioer. 

Article  VII.  Secretary  - It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  this  Association,  register  the 
names  of  members,  issue  all  notices  required,  and  to  do  such 
correspondence  as  by  resolution  may  be  ordered. 

Article  VIII.  Treasurer  - It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  an 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him 
by  the  Association. 

Article  IX.  Executive  Committee  - It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

Executive  Committee  to  provide  a plaoe  for  holding  the  meetings 
of  the  Association,  to  act  as  a committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  rules  for  the  Association. 


Constitution  - 2. 


Article  X.  Duration  in  Office  - Each  of  the  offioers  of  this  Association 
shall  hold  his  respective  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the 
first  meeting  in  January  thereof.  If  any  member  shall  take  office 
at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  any 
officer,  he  shall  hold  that  office  to  the  end  of  the  same  year. 

Article  XI.  Election  of  Offioergr-  The  election  of  offioers  of  this 

Association  shall  take  place  at  the  last  meeting  in  December  of 
each  year.  The  offioers  so  elected  shall  take  their  respective 
positions  at  the  first  meeting  in  January  following. 

Article  XII.  Removals  - Should  any  officer  refuse  or  negleot  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
he  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Association. 

Artiole  XIII.  Amendments  - Ho  alteration,  either  by  addition  or  amendment 
of  the  constitution,  shall  be  made  without  previous  notice  of  one 
meeting,  when  the  change  to  be  made  shall  be  indicated  by 
resolution.  This  ohange  shall  come  up  as  a special  order  of 
business  on  the  evening  designated  for  its  introduction  and  be 
then  considered  by  the  members  present,  who  shall  be  a quorum  of 
the  entire  active  membership  of  the  Association.  A two-thirds 
vote  in  the  affirmative  being  neoessary  to  adoption. 

Article  XIV.  Honorary  Members  - This  Association,  by  a two-thirds  vote 
at  any  quorum  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  admit  persons  as 
Honorary  Members,  who  will  be  entitled  to  the  provileges  of  the 
Association  but  shall  not  be  amenablo  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  for  a regular  or  active  member. 

Artiole  XV.  Quorum  - A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  members.

By-Laws 


Article  I.  Meetings  - This  Association  shall  meet  on  the  first  and 

third  Tuesday  of  every  month  for  the  transaction  of  suoh  business  as 
shall  be  up  for  consideration,  in  the  order  hereinafter  named: 

Article  II.  Fees  - The  member s-eleo t shall,  before  full  admission, 

pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $ , which  shall  be  the 

initiation  fee. 


Article  III.  Dues  - All  members,  except  honorary  members,  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  $ quarterly  in  advance,  which,  with  the 

initiation  fees,  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Association;  and  no  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  more  than 
one  full  quarter  shall  be  permitted  the  rights  of  membership 
until  suoh  delinquencies  are  paid.

Article  IV.  Expulsions  - Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  conform  to  the 

Constitution,  By-Laws  and  regulations  of  the  Association  may,  by  a 
two- thirds  vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled.  But  no  vote 
shall  be  taken  without  one  week's  previous  notice  of  a resolution 
for  suoh  expulsion.  When  such  vote  is  taken,  the  member  under 
vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 

Article  V.  Amendments  - These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
notice  ofsuch  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting. 

Article  VI.  Speolal  Meetings  — a special  meeting  of  the  Association  may 
be  ordered  by  the  President  upon  the  written  request  of  five  or 
more  members. 

Article  VII.  Voting  - All  voting  for  officers  or  members  shall  be  by 
voioe  (or  ballot,  at  the  option  of  the  members)  the  majority 
ruling. 

Article  VIII.  Committees  - All  Committees  ordered  by  a vote  of  the 

Association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President;  and  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committees  must  aot,  unless  exoused  by  a vote 
of  the  Association. 

Article  IX.  Order  of  Business  - The  ordor  of  business  for  each  regular 
meeting  shall  be  as  follows,  unless  by  special  vote  or 
constitutional  provision  a ohange  shall  be  made  in  this  order, viz.: 

1.  The  call  of  order  by  the  President; 

2.  Calling  the  roll  by  the  Secretary,  or  his  substitute,  the 
Treasurer,  in  the  Secretary's  absence; 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  by  the 
Secretary; 

4.  Verbal  propositions  for  membership; 

5.  Voting  for  members  proposed  at  previous  meeting; 

6.  Report  of  standing  committees;  of  the  Secretary; 
of  the  Treasurer;

A talk  was  then  given  by  President  TVenoh  on  his  series  of  1797  oents, 
which  he  exhibited,  showing  IS  varieties,  all  of  which  were  either  in 
\ uncirculated  or  extremely  fine  condition,  two  of  them  being  unique. 

* This  series  of  1797  oents  is  without  doubt  the  finest  ever  oolleoted,  and 

will  probably  never  be  surpassed.  Dr.  Frenoh  explained  eaoh  piece  in  detail, 
showing  the  different  varieties  and  giving  the  comparative  rarity  of 
eaoh  variety.  There  were  three  different  varieties  of  indented  edge,  all 
uncirculated  and  one  unique,  two  varieties  with  stemless  wreath,  one  with 
' wide  date,  with  R of  liberty  set  on  forelook  of  the  Goddess.  This  latter 
specimen  is  very  rare  and  was  shown  in  extremely  fine  and  bold  condition. 
f The  other  variety  with  stemless  wreath  and  oompaot  date  was  in  beautiful 
uncirculated  condition  and  is  the  only  uncirculated  specimen  known. 

The  exhibition  of  this  series  of  oents  was  a great  treat  to  all  present.

Have  we  not 
educational  agencies  from  the  study  of  the  sculpture  of  the  ancient  Greeks, 
Etruria,  Rome,  Egypt , Asia,  Byzantium,  Pisa,  Florence?  There  are  oertain 
ooins  whioh  oontain  in  the  circle  of  en  inch  in  diameter  most  of  the  finest 
qualities  of  soulpture,  the  subtlest  reoord  of  the  harmonies  of  line  and  form. 
The  coinage  of  Greeoe  during  the  four  oenturies  prior  to  the  complete 
subjection  of  the  Greek  nation  is  a sohool  of  art.  Taken  oolleotively, 
the  ooins  of  Greece  give  a better  deomnstration  of  the  beginning,  the  rise 
and  death  and  decay  of  art,  and  a better  explanation  of  the  oauses  of  that 
growth  and  deoline  than  can  be  found  in  all  the  reoords  end  remains; 
besides,  the  numismatio  ohroniole  is  one  of  the  important  aids  of  history, 
political,  oommeroial  or  eoonomio.  What  originality  in  type,  what 
mastery  in  the  execution  of  these  types.  Greek  oo Inage  demonstrated 
that  the  race  to  wish  whioh  it  owed  its  existence  was  more  oonversemt 
with  the  qualities  of  beauty  and  had  a finer  spiritual  constitution  than 
any  other  race  of  whioh  we  have  any  reoord.  When  other  nations  were  buried 
in  barbarism  or  sensuality,  this  nation  was  showing  the  most  intense 
vitality,  the  finest  mental  susceptibilities  and  the  purest  moral  qualities 
that  mankind  has  ever  shown,  and  suoh  as  no  age,  before  or  sinoe,  of  vhioh 
we  know,  has  been  able  to  show.  But  here  we  pause,  - our  apology  oeases, 
the  digest  too  many  for  a condensed  article  suoh  as  this."

with  the  Indians.  3.  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  4.  Battle  of  Cowpens. 

5.  The  Capture  by  Paul  Jones  of  the  Serapis . 6.  The  Evacuation  of  Boston  by 

the  British  Troops.  7.  The  Libertas  Americana  Medal  July  4,  1776. 

8.  Washington  and  Presidential  Medals  to  date,  and  all  others  in  sequential  order 
bearing  records  of  importance  in  the  past  history  of  the  United  States.  " 

He  also  added  the  following:  "I  don’t  care  a brass  farthing"  owes  its  Harxanrwg 

origin  to  the  days  of  Jhmes  II  of  England,  who  debased  the  coinage  and  issued 
worthless  brass  farthings. 

Mr.  Woolsey  exhibited  a fine  line  of  foreign  Dollars  or  Thalers,  which  attracted 
a great  deal  of  attention  on  account  of  their  fine  condition  and.  quite  a number 
of  rarities.

were  not  members  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  and  as  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  it 
was  necessary  for  a member  of  the  R.  N.  A.  to  also  be  a member  of  the  A.  N.  A., 
to  be  in  good  standing  with  the  R.  N.  A.  as  Branch  No.  2 of  the  A.  N.  A.,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  Mr.  Granberg,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  information  on  this  point. 

The  matter  of  H.  H.  Rowley  - against  whom  charges  were  made  at  last  meeting  - 
was  then  brought  up:  Mr.  Rowley  had  been  notified  to  appear  at  this  meeting  and 

defend  himself  against  said  charges,  as  follows,  which  were  read  to  him,  he 
being  present: 

(1)  He  secured  a lot  of  coins  from  Mr.  Elmer  S.  Sears  of  Swansea,  Mass.,  for 
which  he  failed  to  make  satisfactory  settlement.  2,000  coins  were  received 
from  Mr.  Sears  by  him,  upon  which  he  was  to  pay  transporation  charges 
(both  ways,  if  returned)  and  for  which  he  was  to  settle  at  the  rate  of 

2 ^ each  if  the  entire  lot  was  kept;  2^  $ each  for  1,000  or  more; 

3 ^ each  if  less  than  1,000  were  taken.  He  returned  about  1200  of  the 
coins  to  Mr.  Sears,  for  which  he  paid  at  the  rate  of  2§-  each,  returning 
the  balance  "charges  collect#,  leaving  a balance  due  Mr.  Sears  of  $5.03. 

(2)  On  September  3rd,  1912,  he  received  a consignment  of  coins  from  Mr. 

E.  H.  Adams  amounting  to  $40.00,  for  which  he  has  made  no  returns  to 
date,  neither  has  he  made  any  explanation  to  Mr.  Adams  why  the  coins 
were  being  held. 

(3)  On  September  9,  1912  he  obtained  a lot  of  coins  from  Mr.  Henry  Chapman  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  amounting  to  $82.70,  for  which  he  has  not  paid  Mr.  Chapman 
and  has  made  no  explanation  regarding  settlement  of  return  of  the  coins 

to  Philadelphia. 

(4)  On  November  19th  last  Mr.  Rowley  promised  Mr.  Merritt  and  Mr.  Yawger  that 

he  would  write  to  Messrs . Adams  and  Chapman  the  next  day,  explaining  that  his 
coins  had  been  stolen  and  advising  them  of  what  settlement  he  would  make. 

Up  to  the  present  time  he  has  failed  to  do  as  he  agreed  in  this  respect. 

On  the  same  evening  and  previous  to  that  time  he  made  false  statements 
to  Mr.  Merritt  regarding  the  amount  he  owed  to  Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Chapman, 
stating  that  he  owed  Mr.  Adams  about  $25.00  and  Mr.  Chapman  about  $40.00. 

(5)  From  the  two  }.ast  mentioned  lots  of  coins  received  on  consignment, 

Mr.  Rowley  sold  a number  of  pieces  to  different  parties,  for  which  he  made 
no  returns  to  the  owners. 

Mr.  Rowley,  in  his  defense,  admitted  that  he  had  been  very  negligent  and 
careless,  but  had  no  intention  of  wrongdoing  and  intended  to  pay  everything  he 
owed.  However,  he  could  not  give  any  very  satisfactory  reason  for  holding  the 
consignment  of  coins  for  over  two  months,  selling  out  of  the  same,  between 
$25.00  and  $40.00  worth  to  members  of  this  Association  and  making  no  reply 
to  requests  for  settlement  or  return  of  coins. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  a ballot  be  taken,  whether  or  not  Mr.  Rowley 
be  suspended  on  the  above  charges.  A ballot  was  then  taken  and  Mr.  Rowley 
was  suspended  from  the  R.  N.  A.

Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  containing  charges 
preferred  against  H.  H.  Rowley  be  published  in 11  The  Numismatist",  and 
while  we  regret  exceedingly  that  this  has  occurred,  it  is  thought  best  that 
the  members  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  should  know  of  Mr.  Rowley’s 
suspension  from  the  R.  N.  A.  on  stated  charges. 

Motion  made  and  carried  unanimously  that  as  the  Secretary’s  stenographer  had 
given  considerable  time  in  the  interests  of  the  R.  N.  A.  a vote  of  thani™  be 
extended,  and  as  a slight  token  of  appreciation,  a $5.00  gold  piece  be 
presented,  with  the  compliments  of  the  season. 

' Motion  made  and  carried  that  a vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  Treasurer 
and  Secretary  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  for  their  work  during  the  past 
year  in  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

Nomination  for  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  opened,  with  the  following

and  by  a unanimous  vote  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for 
each  candidate,  and  they  were  duly  elected. 

By  a unanimous  and  standing  vote.  Dr.  G.  P.  French,  founder  and  first  Presided 
of  this  Association,  was  elected  as  Honorary  President,  Ex  Officio 


The  amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  proposed  at  last  meeting  was 
taken  up,  read  and  discussed  and  passed  by  a unanimous  bote. 

President  French  gave  a short  review  of  the  year's  work,  mentioning  when  and  how 
the  Association  was  organized,  spoke  of  the  Convention,  telling  some  of  the  kind 
words  he  had  heard  and  read  in  regard  to  our  efforts  to  make  the  Convention  a 
success,  and  ended  by  thanking  every  member  for  his  efforts  in  helping  him  maH 
our  Association  what  it  is. 

Motion  made  that  in  the  near  future  at  onei  of  our  regular  meetings  we  have 
an  informal  dinner,  to  which  Mr.  Horstman,  Manager  of  the  Hotel  Rochester,  be 
invited  as  our  guest,  to  thank  him  for  his  many  favors  to  our  Association 
during  the  past  year,  and  as  a token  of  our  regard,  some  slight  remembBance 
be  presented  him,  in  honor  of  the  season.  Motion  carried.
